5. WE DO NOT YET KNOW WHETHER AMERICAN CUSTOMERS WERE 
IN BANK AT TIME OF ATTACK. 

6. ONE ATTACKER HAS BEEN CAPTURED; IDENTITY UNKNOWN. 

7. ALL FOREGOING MAY BE PASSED TO BANK OF AMERICA 
REPS IN WASHINGTON AND PARIS.
